WEATHERMAN UNDERGROUND #12 was received 
by us at APPLESEFD. It was dated May 19, 
1972, the 82nd anniversary of the birth 
of Ho Chi Minh, The six=page communique 
discussed the war in Imiochina and said: 
"Today we attacked the Pentagon, the 
eenter of American military command." 
Among the quotations from Ho was:
